12. (Currently Amended) A system to present a virtual representation of at least one product 
for purchase by a user of the system, the system including: 

a processor unit; 

memory, coupled to said processor unit, storing an approximation of at loast ono 
ch a r a ct e r is t i c of ea ch said product, 6 aid charact e r i stic s e l e ct e d from a group cons i st i ng of (a) an image of 
said product, (b) a sound of s ai d product, (c) a t e xtur e of sa i d product, (d) a ma s s of s ai d product, (e) a 
sm ell of s ai d product, (f) a temp e ratur e of s ai d product, a nd (g) v i brations of sa i d product ; 

for ea ch sa i d char a ct eri st i c i n s a i d group, a visual simu la t i on sub-system, functionally 
coupled to said memor y and defining a three-dimensional display area , that simulates said ch a r a ct e r i st i c 
image for said user such that a three-dimensional visual representation of said product appears in said 
display space ; 

a monitor, functionally coupled to said processor unit, to display for viewing by said user 
a selection including each said product; 

means, coup le d to sa i d processor un i t, for e nabl i ng said us e r to c a u se sa i d s yst e m to 

prov i do sa i d user w i th a simulat i on of at i oast one said charact e r i st i c for a product of i nt e rest to s ai d us e r; 
and 

a sales unit, coupled to said processor unit, enabling said user to purchase said product. 

13. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 12, wherein said memory is network- 
coupled to said system. 

14. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 12, wherein said memory is coupled to said 
system via an Internet link. 

15. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 12, wherein simulation of at least two-one 
further characteristics for said product chosen from the group of characteristics consisting of : sound, 
texture, mass, smell, temperature, and vibration, amis provided said user. 

16. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 1542, wherein simulation of at least ttoeetwo 
further characteristics for said product are provided said user. 
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1 7. (Currently Amended) A method to facilitate user purchase of a product, the method 
comprising the following steps: 

(a) approximating at lo a s t on o charact e r i st i c of e ach sa i d product, s a i d ch a ract e ri s t i c 
so lo ct o d from a group consisting of (i) an image of said product , ( ii ) a sound of sa i d product, ( iii ) a t e xtur e 
of s ai d product, ( i v) a m a ss of sai d product, (v) a sm e l l of s ai d product, (v i ) a t e mp e ratur e of sa i d product, 
and (vi i ) v i brat i ons of s a i d product ; 

(b) for ea ch said ch a r a ct e r i st i c i n sa i d group, simulating said product by generating a 
three-dimensional visual representation of said product, using said image, in a display space 
ch a ract e r i st i c for said user; 

(c) displaying for viewing by said user a selection including each said product; 

(d) enabling said user to select a product of interest; 

(e) prov i d i ng sai d us e r with a s i mu la t i on of a t l east on e sa i d ch a racterist i c for sa i d 

product of i nt e r e st; and 

(fe) enabling said user to purchase said product of interest. 

18. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 17, wherein said method is carried out by a 
computer-based system. 

19. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 17, wherein step (a) includes storing in a 
computer-compatible memory each-said approximation of a t le ast on e char a ct e r i st i c of e ach sa id product . 

20. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 17, wherein step (b) includes providing, fof 
ea ch s ai d ch a r a ct e r i stic i n sa i d group, a s i mulation visual sub-system defining said display space that 
simulates said ch a r a ct e r i st i c product for said user. 



21 (New) A system according to claim 12, wherein said memory further stores an 
approximation of a sound of said product, said system further comprising a simulation subsystem 
functionally coupled to said memory that simulates said sound for said user. 

22. (New) A system according to claim 12, wherein said memory further stores an 
approximation of a texture of said product, said system further comprising a simulation subsystem 
functionally coupled to said memory that simulates said texture for said user. 

23. (New) A system according to claim 12, wherein said memory further stores an 
approximation of a smell of said product, said system further comprising a simulation subsystem 
functionally coupled to said memory that simulates said smell for said user. 
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24 (New) A system according to claim 12, wherein said memory further stores an 
approximation of a mass of said product, said system further comprising a simulation subsystem 
functionally coupled to said memory that simulates said mass for said user. 



25. (New) A system according to claim 12, wherein said memory further stores an 
approximation of a temperature of said product, said system further comprising a simulation subsystem 
functionally coupled to said memory that simulates said temperature for said user. 



26. (New) A system according to claim 12, wherein said memory further stores an 
approximation of a vibration of said product, said system further comprising a simulation subsystem 
functionally coupled to said memory that simulates said vibration for said user. 



27. (New) A system according to claim 12, wherein said visual subsystem comprises a dome 
defining said three-dimensional display area. 



28. (New) A method according to claim 17, further comprising approximating a sound of 
said product, and wherein the act of simulating said product further includes simulating the sound of said 
product for the user. 

29. (New) A method according to claim 1 7, further comprising approximating a texture of 
said product, and wherein the act of simulating said product further includes simulating the texture of said 
product for the user. 



30. (New) A method according to claim 1 7, further comprising approximating a mass of said 
product, and wherein the act of simulating said product further includes simulating the mass of said 
product. 



31 . (New) A method according to claim 17, further comprising approximating a smell of said 
product, and wherein the act of simulating said product further includes simulating the smell of said 
product for the user. 

32. (New) A method according to claim 17, further comprising approximating a temperature 
of said product, and wherein the act of simulating said product further includes simulating the temperature 
of said product for the user. 
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33. (New) A method according to claim 17, further comprising approximating a vibration of 
said product, and wherein the act of simulating said product further includes simulating the vibration of 
said product for said user. 

34. (New) A system according to claim 12, wherein said product is a physical, three- 
dimensional object.
